Election/Restriction 

Regarding the restriction requirement, Claim 25 was grouped with the invention of Group 
II because of the feature that the support structure is formed of a ferromagnetic material, which 
is the same feature recited in Claim 10 (at line 9). Because Claim 10 falls into Group II, so does 
Claim 25. The examiner noted that Claim 1 is a linking Claim that links the invention of Groups 
I and II to the extent that if Claim 1 is found to be allowable at some point during prosecution, 
that Claim 25 will be rejoined Claim 25 with Claim 1. Therefore, the restriction requirement is 
maintained and Claim 25 remains directed to an invention non-elected so far as to note that at 
this point, Claim 1 has not been found to be allowable. 

After Final Amendment 

Regarding the After Final amendment filed on February 27, 2006, the new limitations 
added to Claim 1 (at lines 6-15 and 17-19) narrows the scope of the claim, raising new issues and 
requiring further consideration and search by the examiner.
